Among a host ,of priceless Shakes- 
pearina which have come Into the 
possession of the University, are . a 
pair of leather . gaimtletst which 
Shakespeare'' otten wore as an actor. 
All were bequests of ''Dr. Horace 
Howard Furness, Jr., famous as 
editor of the New Varloum Edition of 
Shakespeare and also a trustee of the 
Uniyersity. The gloves are the only 
possession of Shakespeare that is 
known to exist today, and cannot be 
seen by visitors until the addition to 
the Library, erected' to' house the 
Furness collection Is completed. In 
this same building-- will also be found 
tlie '13,000 voltime'iliiraty gathered by 
the two Furnesses, father , and son, 
and their store of treasures associated 
with the history of the English stage. 
These volumes will also not be access- 
ible to scholars until tho conipletlon 
of the new building. 

So there could bo no possible doubt 
of their authenticity. Dr. Furness 
traced the history of the gloves back 
to their being presented to an. actor 
after the poet's death by his relatives.

In Field 4» Years 

Deserted Medical Practice To 
Become Missionary

■When in 1888, Dr. •William McClurc, 
graduate of Arts 1870 and Medicine 
1884, gave, up a promising practice 
In the city of Montreal and set sail 
for China as a medical missionary, not 
a few thought there was sometfilng 
lacking in the make up of tho man 
that they had not yet discovered. 
. For over, forty years McClure hag 
continued his service, of unselfish de- 
votion, beginning his worfe under 
most primitive conditions an^ met by 
unbelievable suspicion, It was at first

Is time we looked around and trjed to 
read the signs of his coming." 

"No wonder," went on Dr. Seattle 
'that only last year an eminent Indian 
scientist declared: j.'i3volutIon Is no 
more than adaptation to environment.' 
Surely as biologists we are allowed 
how to clalni .tJiqt'^uncUon of pufp'bse 
causes the develo'pm^nt'and determines' 
the structure of organs or parts. Are 
we not only logical In cl.aiming that 
function or purpose shapes the •n;hole 
animal and that adaptations and ré- 
adaptations constitute evolution? If 
this' is io must we not Include in our 
definition of life a clause to state that 
In all things It Is essentially px?r- 
posive." 

Organio Evolution 

"Fin.illy, I think I have m.ide clear 
that the common bond of biology and 
physics Is the 'presence of an organ- 
Izatlon-a hollsm-which makes it neces- 
sary, not to recast pur biological ideas 
in terms In current physics but to re- 
cast physical ideas In terms of well 
recognized biological and even psy- 
chological concepts. 'When tho Ein- 
stein of biology does come, I feel that 
he wlil harmonize our ideas of cosmic 
and organio evolution but^ I wonder 
will he have done anything more than 
express in his scientific Jargon Ideas 
■which have be.en foreshadowed long 
before by poets and dreamers. And so 
the present mlastpa- -will vanish. Life 
will cease to.be an anomaly and, man, 
his mind, Id^ls arid his love of beauty 
will be but tho offspring of the stars. 
As Idealists, as biologists,' wo who are 
of the idealistic profession in the 
world, must recognize that these 
changes of thought only bring us 
back once- more to the father of our 
craft, who, wondering, tried to under'^' 
stand and understanding tried to curé."

is time we looked around and trjcd to 
read the signs of his coming." 

"No wonder," went on Dr. Seattle 
"that only last year an eminent Indian 
scientist declared: ^.'Evolution Is no 
more than_ adaptation to environment.' 
Surely as " biologists we are allowed 
now to claim 'itji^t'^unctlon or pufp'ose 
causes the de'tf'elo'pment'and determines' 
;the structure of organs or parts. Are 
we not only loglpal In claiming that 
function or purpose shapes tho whole 
animal and that adaptations and're- 
adaptatlons constitute evolution? It 
thls ls So must we not include in our 
definition of life a clause to state that 
In air things It Is essentially pur- 
posive." 

Organie Evolution ; 

"Finally, I think I have made clear 
that the common bond of biology and 
physics Is the 'presence of an organ- 
Izatlon-a hollsm-whlch makes It neces- 
sary, not to recast pur biological Ideas 
In terms In current physics' but to re- 
cast physical ideas in terms of well 
Recognized biological and even psy- 
-chologlcal .concepts. When the Ein- 
stein of biology does come, I feel that 
he will harmonize our Idea.? of cosmic 
and organic evolution but I wonder 
will he have done anything more than 
express in his scientific Jargon Ideas 
'Which have been foreshadowed long 
before b]^ poet^ and dreamers. 'And so 
the present mlasjjia- will vanish. Life 
will cease to be an anomaly and man, 
his mind, Id^ls arid his love of beauty 
will be but tho offspring of the stars, 
As Idealists, as biologists,'' we who are 
of the Ideâllstlo profession in the 
world, must recognilze that these 
changes of thought only bring us 
back once- more to tho father of our 
craft, who, wondering, tried to under- 
stand and understanding tried to cure."
